Man with broken legs 
rescued from channel 


A 55-year-old Lompoc man with two broken legs was rescued from 
Miguelito Channel in a remote area west of Lompoc, after an 
agonizing night spent in unsuccessful efforts to crawl up the steep 
channel walls. 
Manuel S. Terrones, of 315 South J St., was taken first to Lompoc 
Hospital for emergency treatment of leg injuries and then transferred 
to Santa Barbara County General Hospital where he was to undergo 
surgery today. 
The man was rescued at 8:35 a.m. yesterday when his persistent 
cries for help were heard by a farm worker, Rosario T. Baldiviez of 
Santa Maria. Baldiviez told investigating sheriff’s deputies that he 
was working in a lettuce field a half mile east of DeWolfe Avenue 
when he thought he heard a cry for help. Baldiviez hestitated for a few 
moments, but sprang to action whe he realized the cries were coming 
from the nearby channel. 
Terrones told investigators he had been drinking Sunday afternoon 
and decided to walk to Surf, 10 miles west of Lompoc on the ocean. He 
said he lost his footing in an area where the Southern Pacifid Railroad 
tracks cross the channel and plunged to the bottom. He said he tried 
to scale the steep concrete sides of the channel and when he failed, 
began to cry for help. His cries went unheard until the next morning 
when Baldieviez came to work.

The commission approved precise 
development plans for a 102-unit 
apartment development to be built 
in two phases south of North Avenue 
and east of L Street A portion of L 
Street will also be abandoned to 
make way for the development.

Autry told the commission 
a large commercial development is 
in process of being built on

southeast corner of Ocean Avenue 
and A Street and a 29-unit apartment 
development is proposed for a 
parcel of land on Cypress Avenue

project. He said both projects would 
be aided by abandoning the First 
Street right of way. An alley will run 
along 
the 
south 
side 
of

commercial development easterly 
from

Street 
and 
eventually

The two alleys are slightly offset, 
but 
that

Protecting a crook — like telling 
him the police are obtaining a 
search warrant on his home — goes 
against Keith Bobb’s reason for 
being a policeman, although he can’t 
readily say why be became one. 
“ After I became a regular officer, 
it was just exciting. It is a challenge 
to catch crooks. Every day is a 
mental 
and physical 
challenge. 
Every day is different. You never 
know if you’re going to be called out 
to a gun battle, to settle a family 
fight, 
or 
to 
escort 
a 
money 
shipment,” said narcotics Detective 
Keith Bobb two days after Mary 
walked out of Little Jim m y’s place 
to say a federal probation officer 
told Jimmy that the local P.D. was 


obtaining a search earrant on his 
house. 
Protecting a crook went against 
Keith Bobb personally. 


Keith Bobb was promoted to the 
prestigious position of detective on 
January 5, 1972, after serving four 
years as a patrolman in the Lompoc 
Police Department. But exchanging 
one’s uniform for a suit and a small, 
stuffy private office to come and go 
as you like as a narcotics detective 
is not such an envious job. 


The officer who had the job before 
Keith Bobb lasted a year. The 
officer before that was around a 
little longer. Keith Bobb wonders 
how long it will be before he burns 
out. 
Being a nark detective is a way of 
life more than a job. Keith Bobb is 
in constant contact with the most 
dubious characters in a society, 
which doesn’t tend to improve his 
use of the English language. In the 


past two years, street slang and 
profanity 
has 
integrated 
his 
everyday speech. 
“ When you get down to it,” 
justified 
Keith 
Bobb, 
“ you’re 
dealing in people and if you can’t 
talk to them then you may as well go 
back on patrol.” 
Low riders, Ryon Park dwellers, 
high school cools, and street dudes 
may call him at anytime to impart 
information, he tells them. If they 
want to talk to him at three a.m., 
the P.D. runs the calls through a 
special line to his house. 
“ I found out in the first six months 
that if you’re not available they’ll 
say screw it. They’re doing me a 
favor,” he said. 
They call Keith Bobb because he 
gets out on the streets to rap with 
them. Sometimes the caller in the 
past was given a break when 
Detective Bobb could have busted 
him.

messenger to the White 
House gifts unit in the 
Executive Office building.

Cheshire, 
the 
jewels 
included a $52,400 matched 
set 
of 
emeralds 
and 
diamonds 
presented 
to 
President Nixon as a gift to 
his wife by Prince Fahd of 


Saudi Arabia during a visit 
to Washington on Oct. 14, 
1969 
Mrs. Cheshire itemized 
other pieces of jewelry, 
including diamond and ruby 
earrings which came from 
King Faisal on his May 1971 
state visit. 
She said that at least a 
portion of the jewelry had 
gone 
un reported 
by 
the 
White House gifts unit for 
nearly two years until she 
began 
making 
inquiries 
several months ago. 
“Mrs. Nixon never had 
any intention of keeping 
them,” aides said, “she 
always meant for them to go 
to the National Archives. 
“Mrs. Nixon is not in the 
least jewel conscious. But 
she has every right to wear 
them during her tenure.” 
The aides said Mrs. Nixon 
had kept some of the jewels 
upstairs 
in

family 
quarters because of the 
“safety factor.”

surgery the mayor should 
“be able to resume his 
former vigorous life.”

Christian Democratic loss 
at the polls, marked a

Youngest big leaguer 
Age no concern to 'The Kid' 


By MILTON RICHMAN 
NEW YORK (U P I) — The complexion is smooth, 
like the creamy grade A milk that always used to be 
delivered fresh in the morning, and here and there a 
few unmanagable blond curls spill out from under his 
baseball cap. They call him “The Kid,” what else’.' 
He’s the youngest player in the majors. 


Robin Yount isn’t even aware of the distinction. 
Moreover, Milwaukee’s 18-year-old shortstop doesn’t 
particularly seem to care about it one way or another. 
“ I don’t think about my age,” he says, sitting much 
straighter on the bench than any of the other Brewers. 
“ I can’t worry about how old I am. There are too 
many other things for me to think about. Publicity? It 
doesn’t make that much difference. I don’t especially 
like it, but I understand there is a need for it in 
baseball.” 


Robin Yount looks like Marty Marion did when he 
first came up He not only looks like him, he’s built 
the same way at six feet even and 165 pounds. Which 
brings up his batting average. At the moment it’s only 
.202. not much more than his weight, and his three 
RBIs and one home run aren’t crowding Reggie 
Jackson, but the Brewers feel exactly the same way 
about him the Reds did about Johnny Bench eight 
years ago. 


“The talent is obvious,” says Del Crandall, the 
Brewers’ manager, and he’s right because you don’t 
have to be a manager or a superscout to see Robin 
Yount isn’t cut from any common mold. 
“ It was the fourth or fifth day of spring training and 
I said to him, 
you want some ground balls?” ’ 
remembers Crandall about the first time Yount really 
made that much of an impression on him early last 
March. 
“ He said yes. Well, you know how rough some of 
those Arizona infields are, and he made this one look 
as smooth as glass by the way he was scooping up all 
those balls. I hit him 20 or 25, and then walked over to 
Jim Wilson (the Brewers’ Director of Baseball 
Operations) and said to him, is there any possible 
reason why an 18-year-old kid can’t open up as our 
shortstop?’ Wilson said ‘I don’t see why not. ” 
So Robin Yount opened the season for the Brewers 
and has been in there at shortstop virtually every day 
despite the fact he wasn’t even on the roster this 
spring and wasn’t in the Brewers’ plans. 
The thing you notice right off about Yount is his 
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Brewers: from cellar 
to top in three days 


arm which could be the best on any shortstop around 
todav Calvin Griffith, the Twins’ owner, goes even 
further. He says Yount has the best arm of any 
shortstop he has ever seen. 
Crandall isn’t overly concerned about Yount s 
batting average. The shortstop job belongs to the 
slender 
rookie 
so 
long 
as he doesn’t 
become 
overwhelmed about playing regularly in the big 
leagues and from the looks of things that isn t about to 
happen. 
On April 13, for example, in a game with Baltimore, 
Yount made an error in the top of the eighth inning 
that permitted the Orioles to tie the score, but in the 
bottom of the same frame he came up and hit his first 
major league homer to produce a 3-2 victory for the 
Brewers. 
“ Which one is Yount?” one of the Baltimore 
newsmen asked when he came into the Milwaukee 
dressing room after the game.

The anchovy season in the south has ended, with 109,368 
tons taken, after the Fish and Game Commission raised the 
annual quota from 100,000 tons to 120.0CK) In the north the 
season is still on. with 11.236 tons taken out of a quota of 
15,000 
The Department of Fish and Game (D FG) has issued 
another warning about possession rules: 
"You must 
dispose of that limit of fish before taking another under 
your sport fishing license, and disposing of it does not mean 
socking it away in the freezer or canning it.”

Anglers are reminded that coastal streams are closed to 
fishing until May 25 in order to protect migrating small 
steelhead. 
The DFG stocked Cachuma last week, as well as Casitas 
and Upper Piru Creek in Ventura County. 
The DFG has instructed its offices not to accept personal 
checks for hunting and fishing licences, or stamps or 
permits of any kind. 
A request to establish an experimental commercial 
salmon hatcherv on Elk Creek in Mendocino County has 
won approval of the Commission, but many hurdles lie 
ahead 
It is hoped that the hatchery, a private enterprise, would 
be the largest on the west coast, with an annual release of 
20 million fingerling king salmon and 10 million silvers, by 
1985 This project was apparently opposed by commercial 
fishermen on the grounds that it would lead to depletion of 
available ocean forage fish.

There 
was really no simi­ 
larity but I found 
myself thinking of 
Elliott Paul’s book 
on Spain, “ Life and 
Death of a Spanish 
Town.” 
Maybe it was a kind of pastoral 
quality Mrs. Lucas developed in her 
report. 
“ The land itself,” Mrs. Lucas 
noted in her report, “ is sharply 
divided by high mountains into 
vastly different geographic areas 
including everything from alpine 
forests to barren deserts and lush 
subtropical areas. The people, away 
from the industrialized urban areas, 
are as varied as the topography . " 


Some readers may recall that 
Henrik 
Willem 
Van 
Loon, 
the 
author, based a number of works on 
the thesis that great geographic 
features such as mountains and 
rivers, served to isolate people thus 
giving rise to regional differences 
in the same nation. 
And 
another of 
Mrs. 
Lucas’ 
observations that caught my eye: 
“ When 
one 
thinks 
of 
Spanish 
architecture one thinks of white 
stucco, red tile roofs and shaded 
porticos. Yet in reality Spanish 
architecture is as varied as the land 
itself. The towns 
other than the 
urban centers seem to spring from 
the very land on which they stand — 


gray 
stone, 
red clay, golden
